By allowing an intelligent and efficient 


sheriff to hold office for moro than ono 
term it was hopcxl that experienced men

But it is a littlo discouraging to advo- 


cates of prison reform when an Intelligent 
newspaper of tho Mate hints that tho son- 
nto which passed tho resolution favoring 
tho re-election of sheriffs is devoid of com- 
mon sonso. 


Our insane havo been provided for 


equally as Well as in other states, our sys- 
tem of poor relief is admirable, but our 
prison system is abominable.

Valuable Functicnn Performed l>y Modern 


Windmills ut Small Cost. 


The wind, lite tho poor, is nl\voys 


•with us. Iu no considerable area iu tho 
United States is there a derunatl for 
more wind. It is indeed the specially 
disagreoablo foature.of nearly every cli- 
mate. Tho cold north winds of -winter 
and tho raw winds ol March as woll 
aa tho parching and drying \viuds 
of. Enranior are alike disagreeable if 
not destructive. 
But the wiuci is 


everywhere and always ;i sonrce of 
power and should bo r.tilized by tha 
I'armcr as a helpiug band. 
Windinills 


aro comparatively cheap, and many of 
thetfi aro very effective.- Great improve- 
ments havo beou mado upon the uld 
time- windmills, and a new ami possi- 
bly moro appropriate nomenclature is 
now employed whoroby wo aro intro- 
duced to "wiurt engines," "aormntors," 
etc. Still all these improved devices aro 
•windmills. 


Thero is scarcely u farmer in tho 


country who oau really afford to bo 
without a good windmill. Tho uses to 
which such a machino may bo pnt on 
every farm aro various and may bo 
made to yield n profit. To be sure, there 
will be Bomo clays when tho mi.U can- 
not earn its keep through no fault of its 
own, but on most i'arma a little atten- 
tion from day to day will supplement 
the lack of motive power, and enough 
work may bo dono ou breezy days to 
tide over a "doldram" of eveu several 
days at a timo. 
Some day—soon per- 


haps—electrical appliances will be at- 
tached to tho windmill, enabling the 
farmer to storo power as ho now stores 
wheat or cider, to ho drawn upon for 
uso'wbuiiovei1 convouieut. But tho wiud- 
mill as it is at tho present time is suffi- 
cient for most purposes to which farm- 
ers wish to apply power thus derived. 
Thus writes a correspondent of Tho Ir- 
rigation Age, who adds: 


Perhaps ono of tho most common uses 


to which tho power of- tho wind is ap- 
plied is thopnmpiugof venter. Raisins 
water by hand, oven from shallow wells, 
is very hard work and too slow a proc- 
ess to" bo thought of on stock farms or 
•when required for irrigation on r-. farm, 
however small. With a good woll, how- 
over deep, anil a modern typo of wind- 
mill, water for housohokl purposes, 
stock and to GOHIO extent for irrigation 
may bo easily and cheaply raised. 
But 


tho pumping of water is only ono of tho 
valuable functions to bo performed by 
tho windmill. At comparatively small 
cost, hulls, shafts and gearing may bo 
provided whereby tho power of tho wind 
may bo mado" to torn tho grindstone, 
movo tho churn, shell thu corn nnd 
grind it both for the uso of tlio family 
and tho stock, as well as to do a num- 
ber of. other errands, such as elevating, 
grain and baled hay for storago in tho 
barn, dice-so and cider presses may bo 
operated by tho samo power, apcl fodder 
iiutl wood cnt also. In fact, tho proiit- 
abl« uses of tlio windmill are many, and 
ns users of them acquire moro experi- 
ence) tlio Joii{> liscof chorus for tho wind- 
mill will bo lengthened, wbiio that lor 
thoiboys ou tlio fanu may be shortened 
in 'proportion. In brief, tho modern 
windmill affords the farmer tho read- 
iest and cheapest means to apply tbo 
enormous-forco oil tho wind to usnCul 
purposes about thu lannstcud. 16 is an 
easy way to uso to. best advantage- a, 
waste product which costs nothing to 
produce, and whi::h may nearly always 
bo relied upon to easo fho farmer's toil 
asv.-ell as that of his family, wb> !oadd : 
ing a hundred hitherto unknown com- 
forts nos only to tho farmer and his 
household, but to his flocks aucl herds. 


Beo Culture For \Vouiou. 


A Philadelphia correspondent in Tho 


American Bco Journal writes: As a 
business; for women 'boo culture has ad- 
vantages that ;<ro woll worth consider- 
ing. 
I t i s an outdoor employment in 


which eho need bo engaged only in fino 
weather.. The work can bo systematized 
.so theto need never bo a tax beyond her 
strength. Except iu swarming time, the 
work is never urgent, but can lay over 
a day, if necessary, without detriment. 
No special talent or high grade intelli- 
gence is necessary. Tho ordinary fore- 
thought and prudence I hat tho average 
woman puts into housekeeping will 
bring good results and enable her to at 
loast inako a living with 50 colonies. 
Tho outlay is rather small and tho re- 
turns usually almost immediate. In this 
latitude (Philadelphia) from Kovcmber 
to April tho bees aro in winter quarters, 
and tho keeper is free to engage in some 
other occupation.

and Mrs. Ludiula Harrison and Mrs.

Thoy aro emphatically tha fowl for a 
farmer and will vidcl an amplo profit 
o;i good feeding, both in eggs and flesh. 
Almost their only drawback is choir re- 
fusal to incubate," 


of tho /west demand a deeper covering 
for clover, and while some years it may 
fail, and while in excessively wot years 
or on exceptionally hnavy soil deep cov- 
ering may ineet with failure, neverthe- 
less the safe thing to do in the west 
when tho ground is dry at the time of 
so'wing is to give it tha same covering 
that is given spring wheat or oats. If, 
however, the soil is wet, then a shal- 
lower covering should bo given. Of this 
the farmer should bo the judge. 


Outside of the clover growing soc- 


tions, or where clover growing is in its 
experimental iitat<», we suggest to the 
farmer to try. sowing . clover without a 
nurse crop. A nurse crop is never any 
benefit, either in tho clover growing 
sections or out of it. It is always more 
or lesi- of a hindrance, and hence -when 
the chances aro against its success wo 
would say by all means, give clover tho 
entire nso of the ground. Wo are satis- 
fied that in this way it can be grown 
much farther west than farmers gener- 
ally imagine. There is a point, howev- 
er, whero it is a good deal better to ex- 
periment with alfalfa than -with clover, 
provided that the subsoil be not so iin- 
porvions as to prevent tho passage of 
the water through it, eitherupor down. 
Clover is so important a feature of the 
western farm, so essential to tho resto- 
ration of fertility or tho conservation 
of it, that it should not be given np ex- 
cept whero there is clear proof that it 
will not succeed.

Tho author concludes that green ma- 


nuring, implemented by commercial 
fertilizers, is suited to almost all condi- 
tions. Under favorable soil conditions 
manuring with artificial fertilizers may 
bo exclusively practiced. The economy 
of the uso of night soil, ssiwage, sweep- 
ings, factory waste, composts, etc., and 
bought stable manure depends upon lo- 
cal condition!!, and these materials 
should bo used only when t-bey are 
cheaper than tho moro generally appli- 
cable system of greeu manuring supple- 
mented by commercial fertilizers. 


Although it is believed that in some 


cases tho circumstances may warrant 
tho reduction or total abandonment of 
stock raising and tho substitution of 
somo of tho above systems of manuring, 
it is not safe to conclude that such is 
generally advisable. In deciding this 
question there aro other important fac- 
tors besides cost of manure- to bo taken 
into consideration.

They have 
put out pood money for scad, have sow- 
ed it generally according to their best 
judgment, havo seen i: start, do well, 
givo good promise of tho future :ind then 
sicken and die, and are therefore dis- 
couraged. If wo knaw just what tho 
rainfall would bo noxt year, it would be. 
an easy matter to plan for the. future, 
but as we do not 
• know chfl only thing 


to do is to calculate on tho average Ran- 
son, says Tho Now England.Homestead, 
authority for tho following: 


In tho west there was not an average 


rainfall in 1804. It was n season of ex- 
ceptional drought, and heuoo clover fail- 
ed whoro it had not failed for many 
years. This furnishes, however, no rea- 
son why farmers in any clover growing 
country should givo up oven if thoy did 
fail lust year. Tho farmers in tho west are 
laaming one thing, however—viz, that 
the c'astuvn habit of sowing on tho sur- 
face after harrowing, or at most cover- 
ing with tho brush harrow, isnot a safe 
CEO to follow.

:notaocl, which is to tako any ordinary 
•plow t\ud stir tho land deep as conven- 
ient, pulverizing thoroughly. Then sow 
SO pounds of alfalfa seed to tho acrn, 
broadcast and harrow in nicely. Whan 
you havo got a{,-ood stand, tho roots will 
penetrate deep into tho soil, doing bet- 
ter and cheaper subsoiliug than can bft 
douo by horsepower, and tho process 
will go on silently subsoiling deeper 
aucl deeper ye:ir after year. I found 
that tho crop to givo better returns 
than any other.

1 A vast difference exists, between -the pres- 
ent Hiid past system ot isisuine iuvitatious 
for a dance. In old times the angularly 
written, g\\t edged missive humbly re- 
quested the pleasure of your company, nor 
did it even venture oo to great a- liberty 
unprefaced by the preseutation o£ compli- 
ments. At present the printed card merely 
mentions tliat Mrs. So-.-md-so is at home 
on mich u day, the rmigic word "Dancing" 
appearin;; in one corner to indicate the 
nature of the entertainment, The insertion 
of R, S. V. P. denotes tun necessity for a 
speedy reply, and the aame of tho recipient 
(ut the top of the card) is probably the only 
part ot the affair in which the hanchvritinK 
of the hostess makes its appearance. The 
invitoliou is answered with almost equal 
brevity. Compliments arc never presented 
uow, except by tradespeople, although an 
invitation is generally alluded to as "kind." 
Mrs. Smith is pleased to.aoocpt or rezrets 
to decline, as the case may be, imd that is 
the end o£ the matter. Somo people say 
tbey Hre "obliged todecline," but it isa pn- 
euliarly unsraMous; form of speech. What 
is far more i ra portant than the words o£ the 
answer is that it should b* dispatched, in 
Rood time. It is very inconsiderate to delay 
replying, us .lac hostess likes to be able, to 
caleulace on ihc number of guests she may 
expect. 


An invitation to dinner is a social com- 


pliment, and as such itis necessary that it 
should be speedily acknowledged. We osk - 
all the world CO our big receptions and af- 
ternoon ut. homes,,buta dinner Kuest is a 
person wlioni we desire to honor and whom 
we select with care from the mass of our 
acquaintances. A hostess has some littlo 
trouble in arranging n dinner party—in set- 
tling the number of Kiicsts and inviting the 
people whom she thinks like'.y to suit one 
another, and nothing distresses her more 
thau for some accident to happen at the 
last moment, so that she has an empty 
place ftbtlietable when the day arrives. For 
nil of these reasons it is the duty of a guest 
to respond lo an invitation at once, and. 
having once accepted, let nothing except 
the most strious reasons prevent his ap- 
peavance. 


There Jrc two kinds of dinner invita- 


tions, just, as there are two kinds of din- 
ners—tue 1'ormnl and the informal. Jn the 
first instance you receive n card telling you 
that Mr. and Mrs. So-and-so request the 
pleasure of yam-company to dinner at such 
adate. In tile second you receive a pleasant 
little note from your hostess, written in the 
'first person, nnd asking you to come and dine 
at some vcr; early date. The style of your 
answer is r.ntm'ally dependent on that of 
your invitni-ion. In one «ise you write in 
the thin.l person—Mrs. Blank has much 
pleasure in accepting Mrs. Asterisk's kind 
invitation for such a elate, p.d in tbe other 
you write a friendly note, accepting or de- 
cliniiiL', as the case mny be." 


Invitations to smail evenings are almost 


invariably st-nt, on large sized cards with 
the word music or [lancing written at the 
right hand side of the lu\r«r half. Ill an 
invitation fora Cinderella dance the word 
"Cinderella" would bu inserted ia a placo 
of "Dancing." The guests would i±en un- 
derstand that the duuce would terminate 
exactly at 10 o'clock. 


Notes of invitation and reply are either 


written on correspondence cards oron small 
paper of good quality. Kngraved cards arc- 
used 1'or formal invitations and certainly 
save a good deal of trouble. At home cards, 
with blank spaces to fill up, am now be 
bought at any stationers, but if people are 
iu t!'.o habit of entertaining much it is bet- 
ter to have the name of the hostess en- 
graved at. the top of the cirri. 


Drawing room meetings are becoming so 


common that it may bu worth while to pay 
a few words on the subject. The invitation 
ibgeiU'r.-Uly sent out on an engraved card, 
mentioning the subject on which the meet- 
ing is to be held nnd the names of the.speak- 
ers. 


It is not necessary to reply to an invita- 


tion for a drawing room meeting, nor are 
you expected to call afterward. The Incly 
ill whose house the meeting fakes place 
usually stands at the drawing room door 
and greets tho guests as they enter, and if 
you come across her when you aro leaving 
you can thank her for having given you the 
opportunity of being present at such an in- 
teresting meeting, lint to call would he 
contrary to etiquette and look as if you 
were trying to extend an acquaintance 
where no:ie had been (Icsirc.il.

many vessels had been propelled by steam, 
but only upon Inland nnd coast waters. 
Several experiments wore tried by John 
Stevens, Fulton and others in1S02,_ ISM 
and 1604, but it was not, until 180, thaO 
Fulton, with tho dormant, and btevons, 
with tbo Phccnlx, demonstrated on tho 
Hudson that tho steam engine could bo 
practically nnd economically applied to 
iavigntion, 1-lvo years afterward the first 
steamboat was launched on the Clyde, in 
Encland. Other countries quickly adopt- 
ed tho new. mode of marine propulsion,
